Relative  to  the  eatablishment  of  a  law  library  in  the  county  of  Colum* 

bia. 

Section  I .  Be  it  enacted  br/ihe  Senate  and  House  of  Eepresen- 
tativeso/ihe  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly metf  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  saToe, 
That  all  fines,  amercements  and  penalties  imposed  by  the 
courts  of  Columbia  county,  and  all  recognizances  declared 
forfeited  by  said  courts,  which  under  existing  laws  are  not 
payable  to  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  for  its  own 
use,  are  hereby  directed  to  be  paid  to  the  committe  herein- 
after named,  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  law 
library,  to  be  kept  in  the  court  house  of  said  county  for  the 
use  of  the  court  and  bar  thereof:  Provided  however,  That 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  extend  to  any  moneys 
which  under  existing  laws  are  payable  to  the  public  school 
fund  or  funds  for  school  purposes :  And  provided  further. 
That  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  impair  or  affect  any 
claim  for  costs  or  for  damages  to  which  any  person  may,  un- 
der existing  laws,  be  entitled  to  out  of  such  forfeited  recog- 
nizances, for  injuries  sustained  by  such  person  by  the  com- 
mission of  the  crime  or  misdemeanor  on  account  of  which 
suph  recognizance  may  have  been  given. 

Section  2.  The  money  thus  arising  shall  be  expended  from 
time  to  time  under  the  direction  of  a  committee  composed  of 
three  resident  members  of  the  bar  of  said  county,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said  county  at  the 
next  term  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  said 
committee  to  continue  until  the  next  succeeding  first  day  of 
January ;  and  the  said  court  shall  annually,  at  the  last  term 
of  said  court  in  each  year,  appoint  said  committee  to  serve 
from  the  first  of  January  then  ensuing  for  one  year,  or  until 
their  successors  are  chosen :  Provided,  That  said  court  shall 
have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  which  may  occur  in  said  com- 
mittee by  reason  of  death  or  otherwise. 

Section  3.  The  said  court  shall  from  time  to  time  adopt 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  or  expedient 
for  the  proper  use  and  preservation  of  said  library,  and  shall 
require  said  committee  annually,  at  the  last  term  of  said 
court  in  each  year,  as  well  as  at  other  times  when  it  may  be 
deemed  expedient,  to  present  to  the  court  a  detailed  account 
in  writing  of  their  doings,  showing  the  condition  of  the 
library,  number  of  volumes,  and  such  other  information  as 
may  be  required,  together  with  a  statement  of  aU  moneys 
received  or  expended  by  them  during  the  year ;  which  report 
shall  be  inspected  by  the  court,  and  remain  open  to  excep- 
tions until  the  first  day  of  January  then  next  ensuing,  after

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bt present 
tatives  of  the  Commomjoealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Aasem- 
bly  met,  arid  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  there  shall  be  an  additional  judge  of  the  several  courts 
in  the  Sixteenth  judicial  district,  who  shall  be  learned  in  the 
law ;  the  governor  shall  appoint  and  commission  some  suit- 
able person  to  act  as  such  additional  judge  imtil  an  election 
be  held  and  a  judge  elected  and  commissioned,  as  hereinafter 
provided ;  the  judge  so  appointed  to  be  invested  with  all  the

sentatives,  shall  be  permitted,  at  all  elections  for  tnistees 
this  institution,  to  have  the  right  to  cast  as  many  votes  ther<

Section  5.  The  said  taxes  shall  be  paid  Ur  the  dty  trea- 
surer;  the  councils  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  tax  collector, 
who  shall  hold  his  appointment  one  year,  and  gire  bond,  with 
sufficient  security,  the  amotint  to  be  fixed  by  the  councils,  and 
the  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  mayor,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duty ;  duplicate  tax  bills  shall  be  made  out 
by  the  treasurer,  and  the  collector  shall  proceed  to  collect  the 
taxes  due,  and  from  all  sums  received  after  the  tenth  day  of 
June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  and  an-

wealth, and  he  may  call  special  meetings  of  the  councils  when 
any  public  exigency  may  require;  he  shall  also  perform  all 
the  duties  prescribed  in  other  sections  of  this  act. 

Section  13.  The  city  treasurer  shall  receive  all  taxes,  rates, 
assessments,  levies  and  other  moneys  due  said  city ;  no  money 
shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury,,  except  the  same  shall  have 
been  previously  voted  by  said  select  and  common  conncils  to 
the  purpose  for  which  it  is  drawn ;  the  accounts  kept  by  the 
treasurer  shall  exhibit  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  city,  in  an  intelligible  manner,  in  which  the  particulars  of 
each  item  of  charge  and  discharge  shall  appear ;  the  treasurer 
shall  verify  his  accounts  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  finance 
committee  once  a  month ;  he  shall  not  lend,  pledge  or  in  any 
way  use  the  said  money  for  his  private  gain  ;  and  all  interest 
accruing  on  the  deposit  or  keeping  of  said  money  shall  inure 
to  the  benefit  of  said  city. 

Seotion  14.  The  city  councils,  or  one  or  more  appointed 
by  them,  shall  supervise  and  cause  to  be  repaired  and  k^t  in 
good  order  the  public  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  courts,  street 
crossings  and  side-walks. 

Section  15.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  citizens  one  per- 
son to  act  as  police  Justice,  who  shall  be  elected  and  commis- 
sioned as  other  Justices  of  the  peace  are,  who  shall  have  and 
exercise  the  criminal  Jurisdiction  of  a  Justice  of  the  peace,  so 
far  as  regards  ofi'ences  of  whatever  nature  committed  in  the 
city. 

Section  16.  The  voters  of  said  city  shall  elect  one  constable 
in  each  election  district,  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year,  who 
shall  have  power  to  arrest,  with  or  without  warrant,  any  per- 
son guilty  of  any  crime  or  misdemeanor,  or  of  any  breach  of 
any  city  law,  ordinance  or  regulation  to  which  a  penalty  ia 
attached,  and  take  such  person  forthwith  before  the  voAyoT^ 
police  Justice  or  Justice  of  the  peace,  to  be  dealt  with  as  re- 
quired by  law  and  the  ordinances  and  regulations  of  said  city. 

Section  It.  Elections  for  judge  and  inspectors  of  election^ 
under  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  shall  be  held  in  Marcrb 
of  every  year;  each  of  the  election  districts  of  said  city 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  judge  and  two  inspectors. 

Section  18.  In  all  elections  each  voter  of  said  city  shall 
vote  in  the  election  district  in  which  he  resides;  said  place  to 
be  determined  by  an  ordinance  of  said  councils,  excepting 
the  first  election  under  this  section,  which  shall  be  at  tb.e 
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Union  hotel,  in  the  north  election  diBtrict;   at  the  school 
bouse,  in  the  south  election  district  of  the  city. 

Section  19.  No  one  shall  be  eligible  to  the  oflGlce  of  mayor,  Eligibilitj  to 
select  or  common  council,  or  any  other  elective  office  of  said  office, 
city,  unless  he  shall  be  a  qualified  voter  of  the  city  of  Corry. 

Section  20.  An  act,  entitled  "A  further  supplement  to  the  ^p^j^ 
act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Corry,"  approved  the  twenty-  * 

ninth  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  sixty-seven,  is  hereby  repealed:    Provided^   The

Section  1 .  i?«  it  enarled  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresen* 
UAi*:n  of  the  Comnwnuyailh  of  Penvsylvania  in  General  Aissem- 
Uy  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  the  terms  of  service  of  the  present  members  of  the  board  Terms  of  pre- 
of  directors  of  the  common  schools  of  the  city  of  Lancaster,  sent  members 
sball  cease  and  expire  on  the  first  Thursday  in  April,  Anno  of  school  board. 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight. 

Section  2.  That  on  the  fourth  Friday  in  March,  Anno  Election  And 
l>omiiii  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  between  quaUfioations  of 
tfae  hours  of  one  and  seven  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  the  voters  tohool  directors 
of  the  said  city,  qualified  as  hereinafter  defined,  shall  elect,  in 
the  znanner  hereinafter  provided,  thirty-six  qualified  citizens 
thereof,  who  shall  have  resided  in  the  said  city  for  one  year 
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next  before  their  election,  to  serve  as  common  school  directors, 
twelve  for  one  year,  twelve  for  two  years  and  twelve  for  three 
years,  from  the  first  Tharsda}'^  in  April  next  after  such  elec- 
tion ;  and  annually  thereafter,  between  the  same  hours  on  the 
fourth  Friday  in  March,  they  shall  in  like  manner  elect  twelve 
citizens,  qualified  as  aforesaid,  to  serve  for  three  years  from 
the  first  Thursday  in  April  next  following  such  annual  elec- 
tion ;  the  said  thirty- -six  citizens  so  elected,  and  their  succes- 
sors duly  elected,  shall  thereafter  constitute  the  board  of  di- 
rectors of  the  common  schools  of  the  city  of  Lancaster; 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  election  hereby  authorized 
shall  be  given  for  at  least  ten  days  preceding  such  election^ 
by  advertisement  in  not  less  than  two  newspapers  published 
in  said  city. 

Section  3.  That  the  citizens  of  Lancaster  being  citizens  of 
the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  and  of  the  United  States^ 
who  shall  have  paid  a  school  tax  assessed  for  the  year  next 
preceding  the  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual 
elections  for  directors  of  the  common  schools ;  and  if  any  per- 
son not  so  qualified  shall  fraudulently  vote  at  any  such  elec- 
tion, or  if  any  other  person  knowing  the  want  of  such  qualifi- 
cation, shall  aid  or  procure  any  such  person  to  vote  at  any 
such  election,  the  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  two 
hundred  dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  for  any  term  not  exceed- 
ing three  months. 

Section  4.  That  at  the  first  election  to  be  held  in  pursu- 
ance of  this  act,  each  of  such  qualified  electors  shall  vote  for 
only  eighteen  citizens,  to  serve  as  directors  as  aforesaid,  six 
for  one  year,  six  for  two  years  and  six  for  three  years ;  and 
the  thirty-six  qualified  citizens  receiving  the  greatest  number 
of  votes  shall  be  declared  to  be  elected;  and  at  the  annual 
elections  thereafter,  to  be  held  as  hereinbefore  directed,  each 
qualified  elector  shall  vote  for  ony  six  citizens  for  directors ; 
and  the  twelve  citizens,  qualified  as  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
receiving  the  greatest  number  of  votes,  shall  be  declai'ed  to  be 
elected. 

Section  5.  That  the  act  approved  the  tenth  day  of  April.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Etmse  of  Bepresert' 
taJtives  of  the  CommonweaUh  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  the  new  prison  being  erected  by  the  commissioners  of  ^3^^^  of  pyig^n, 
the  county*  of  Luzerne  shall,  when  completed,  be  known  by 
the  name  of  the  Luzerne  County  Prison,  and  shall  be  man- 
aged by  the  county  commissioners  of  said  county,  and  two  By  whom 
intelligent  and  reputable  citizens  of  said  county,  to  be  ap-  managed, 
pointed  yearly,  or  oftenier  if  necessary,  by  the  judges  of  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions  of  said  county,  and  who  shall  form 
a  board  to  be  called  prison  commissioners,  and  who  shall  take 
charge  of  said  prison  as  is  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  That  the  following  rules  and  regulations  for  the  Rules  and  rega- 
government  of  said  prison,  are  hereby  enacted  and  established :  lationa. 

Article  I- — Prison  commissioners  and  their  duties. 

They  shall  hold  stated  meetings  once  a  month,  and  ad- 
journed and  special  meetings  whenever  necessary ;  they  shall 
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annually  nominate,  and  with  the  approbation  of  the  court  of 
quarter  sessions,  appoint  a  keeper  and  a  physician  for  the 
prison,  and  when  necessary  a  matron,  and  such  under-keepers. 
except  one  to  be  appointed  by  the  keeper,  and  attendants  a& 
may  be  required  in  and  about  the  prison,  and  shall  fix  their 
salaries  or  compensation ;  a  majority  of  said  commissioners 
shall  constitute  a  board,  and  may  do  any  act  or  acts  required 
of  said  commissioners,  and  shall,  with  the  approbation  of  tk 
court  of  quarter  sessions  of  said  county,  make  such  rules  for 
the  internal  regulation  and  government  of  the  prison  as  shall 
not  be  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this 
commonwealth  or  the  principles  of  separate  confinement  ts 
set  forth  and  declared  by  this  act ;  they  shall  direct  the  man- 
ner in  which  all  bedding,  clothing,  provisions  and  all  articles 
and  supplies  necessary  for  the  support  and  employment  of 
the  persons  confined  in  said  prison  shall  be  purchased,  and 
also  the  sale  of  all  articles  manufactured  therein,  and  shall 
direct  the  manner  in  which  the  convicts  confined  in  sairl 
prison  shall  be  employed ;  they  shall  determine  the  quantity 
and  the  kind  of  food  that  shall  be  furnished  daily  to  each 
person  confined  in  said  prison  and  the  debtors'  apartment : 
they  shall  determine  the  bedding  of  all  convicts,  prisoners 
and  debtors,  the  form  and  color  of  the  uniform  of  male  con- 
victs, and  the  kind  of  dress  to  be  worn  by  female  convicts 
and  prisoners  in  summer  and  winter ;  they  shall,  at  least  by 
one  of  their  number,  visit  the  prison  and  department  for 
debtors  at  least  once  a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  to  see 
that  the  duties  of  the  several  officers  and  attendants  are  cor- 
rectly and  strictly  performed,  and  to  prevent  all  oppression. 
peculation  or  other  abuse  or  mismanagement  of  said  p#son ; 
they  shall,  on  their  visit  to  the  cells  and  to  the  debtor  apart- 
ment, speak  to  each  person  confined  therein,  and  shall  not 
be  attended  by  any  of  the  officers  of  the  prison,  unless  the 
said  officers  are  thereto  especially  required  by  them ;  they 
shall,  if  required,  be  furnished  by  the  keeper  with  a  calendar 
of  the  persons  confined  in  said  prison,  and  shall,  by  actual 
inspection,  see  whether  all  persons  named  in  said  calendar 
are  confined  in  the  respective  cells  and  apartments  assigned 
to  them,  and  the  convicts  employed  as  directed ;  they  shall 
have  power  to  examine  any  person,  upon  oath  or  affirmation, 
relative  to  any  abuse  or  oppression  in  said  prison,  or  other 
matter  within  the  purview  of  their  duties  ;  they  shall  at  ail 
times,  after  the  annual  period  of  appointing,  have  power* 
with  the  approbation  of  two  of  the  judges  of  the  court  of 
quarter  sessions,  the  president  being  one,  to  dismiss  the 
keeper,  matron  or  physician,  and  to  supply  vacancies  thus  or 
otherwise  occurring ;  they  shall,  on  or  before  the  second  Mon- 
day of  the  first  term  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  in  even 
year,  make  a  report,  in  writing,  to  the  said  court,  of  the  state 
of  said  prison ;  the  report  shall  contain  the  number  of  pri- 
soners in  confinement,  their  age,  sex,  alleged  place  of  nativit} . 
time  of  commitment,  for  what  ofience,  noticing  those  who  e>- 
caped,  died,  were  pardoned  or  discharged,  also  such  obc*rr- 
vations  on  the  efficiency  of  the  system  of  separate  confine- 
ment, as  may  be  the  resujt  of  their  experience,  and  give  soch 
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information  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  making  said 
prison  effectual  in  the  punishment  and  reformation  of  offend- 
ers ;  whereupon  the  said  court  may  take  such  order  on  said 
report  as  they  shall  think  proper,  and  cause  said  report  to  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  aforesaid. 

Article  II. — Ksepbr  and  his  duties. 

The  keeper  shall  reside  in  the  prison  or  instituMon,  and  not 
absent  himself  for  a  night  without  the  consent  of  one  of  the 
commissioners,  in  writing;  he  shall  visit  every  cell  and  apart- 
ment, and  see  and  inspect  the  condition  of  every  person  con- 
fined under  his  care,  at  least  twice  every  day,  and  oftener  if 
practicable,  and  when  visiting  the  departments  of  the  females 
shall  be  attended  by  the  matron ;  he  shall  keep  a  journal,  into 
which  shall  be  regularly  entered  the  reception,  discharge, 
death,  pardon  or  escape  of  any  prisoner,  the  complaints  that 
are  made  and  the  punishments  inflicted  for  the  breach  of 
prison  discipline,  as  they  occur,  the  visits  of  commissioners 
and  physicians,  and  all  other  occurrences  of  note  that  con- 
cern the  state  of  the  prison ;  he  shall,  with  the  advice  of  the 
commissioners,  appoint  one  under-keeper,  if  in  the  opinion  of 
the  commissioners  any  be  necessary,  and  dismiss  him  when- 
ever he  thinks  proper,  or  the  commissioners  direct  him  so  to 
do ;  he  shall  report  all  infractions  of  the  rules  to  the  com- 
missioners, and  with  the  approbation  of  one  of  them,  punish 
the  offender  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  rules, 
to  be  enacted  by  the  commissioners,  as  hereinbefore  provided 
for ;  he  shall  take  charge,  keep  and  preserve  all  money,  effects 
and  clothes  found  on  persons  brought  into  the  prison  to  be 
confined  as  convicts  or  prisoners,  and  shall  deliver  the  same 
to  them,  or  their  order,  when  discharged ;  he  shall  see  that 
all  meals  are  regularly  delivered  to  the  prisoners,  according 
to  the  prison  allowance,  and  superintend  the  work  of  such  as 
are  employed ;  he  shall  give  immediate  notice  to  the  physician 
whenever  any  person  confined  shall  complain  of  such  illness 
as  to  require  medical  aid ;  he  shall  obey  all  legal  orders  given 
by  the  commissioners,  and  all  rules  established  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  said  prison,  as  hereinbefore  provided  for;  he  shall 
not  be  present  when  the  commissioners  make  their  stated 
visits  to  the  prisoners,  unless  thereto  required  by  the  com- 
missioners. ^ 

Article  III. — Matron  and  her  duties. 

The  /natron  shall  reside  in  the  prison  or  institution,  and 
not  absent  herself  for  a  night  without  the  consent  of  the 
keeper  and  one  of  the  commissioners,  in  writing ;  she  shall 
visit  every  cell  and  apartment  occupied  by  the  females,  and 
see  and  inspect  the  condition  of  every  female  prisoner  at 
least  twice  every  day ;  she  shall  at  all  times  keep  the  keeper 
faithfully  informed  of  every  fact  of  importance  relative  to 
the  persons,  cells  and  all  other  matters  under  her  care ;  she 
shall  direct  the  labor  and  occupation  of  the  female  prisoners, 
ander  the  general  direction  of  the  keeper,  and  give  such  in- 
struction as  may  tend  to  their  reformation  and  render  them 
useful  members  of  society. 
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Article  IY. — Undxr-kbepers  and  their  duties. 

The  under-keepers  shall  see  and  inspect  eyei^'-  person  com- 
mitted to  their  care,  at  least  three  times  in  every  day,  and 
oftener  if  directed;  they  shall  see  that  all  meals  are  regulaiiy 
delivered  to  the  prisoners,  according  to  the  prison  allowaDce, 
and  superintend,  under  the  general  direction  of  the  keeper, 
the  work  of  such  as  are  employed ;  they  shall  give  immediate 
notice  to  the  keeper,  or  in  his  absence,  to  the  physician,  when- 
ever any  person  confined  shall  complain  of  such  illness  as  to 
require  medical  aid ;  the  under-keepers  shall  have  each  a  cer- 
tain number  of  persons  confined  assigned  to  their  ward,  and 
shall  daily  report  to  the  keeper,  or  any  of  the  commissioners, 
and  request  them  to  visit  the  persons  confined  under  bis  or 
her  particular  care,  unless  they  obey  all  orders  given  by  the 
keeper  and  all  rules  established  for  the  government  of  the 
prison ;  all  orders  to  the  male  under-keepers  must  be  given 
through  or  by  the  keeper,  and  to  the  female  keeper,  through 
or  by  the  keeper  or  matron ;  they  shall  not  absent  themselves 
from  the  prison,  during  the  hours  of  duty,  without  permission 
in  writing  by  the  keeper. 

Article  V. — Physician  and  sis  duties. 

The  physician  shall  visit  every  prisoner  once  in  every  fort- 
night, and  ofbener  if  the  state  of  his  or  her  health  shall  require 
it,  and  report  in  writing  once  quarter-yearly  to  the  commis- 
sioners; he  shall  attend  immediately,  on  notice  from  the 
keeper  that  any  prisoner  is  sick,  prescribe  and  administer  to 
their  need ;  he  shall,  on  the  reception  of  any  prisoner  into  the 
prison  as  a  convict,  if  present,  or  if  not  at  his  next  visit,  ex- 
amine the  state  of  his  or  her  health;  he  shall  direct  the  diet 
of  those  under  his  care,  as  well  as  all  such  other  matters  as 
in  his  judgment  will  best  promote  the  health  and  convenience 
and  comfort  of  the  sick. 

Article  VI. — Treatment  of  convicts. 

On  the  reception  of  a  convict  he  or  she  shall  be  examined 
by  the  keeper,  in  the  presence  of  any  of  the  commissioners 
who  may  be  present  and  the  under-keepers  who  can  conve- 
viently  attend,  of  his  or  her  name,  parentage,  allied  place 
of  nativity,  profession,  trade  or  occupation,  complexion^ 
color  of  hair,  eyes,  height  and  length  of  his  or  her  feet,  accu- 
ratel}'  measured,  all  of  which  shall  be  entered  of  record  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  together  with  suc^  other 
natural  or  accidental  marks  or  peculiarity  of  feature  or  ap- 
pearance as  may  serve  to  identify  the  person ;  and  if  the  con- 
vict can  write  he  or  she  shall  write  his  or  her  signature  to  the 
description  of  his  or  her  person;  he  or  she  shall  then  be  ex- 
amined by  the  physician,  if  present,  of  his  or  her  health,  then 
be  stripped  of  all  money,  effects  and  clothes  on  their  persons, 
all  of  which  shall  be  entered  of  record  in  a  book  provided  for 
that  purpose,  and  shall  be  kept,  preserved  and  delivered,  a^ 
herein  provided  for ;  he  or  she  shall  then  be  bathed,  cleaned 
and  clothed  in  the  uniform  of  the  prison,  and  conducted  to 
the  cell  assigned  him  or  her;  the  females,  if  advisable,  in  the. 
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second  story  of  the  prison,  numerically  assigned,  by  which 
number  he  or  she  shall  hereafter  be  known  during  his  or  her 
imprisonment;  no  convict  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  ardent 
spirits  in  any  form,  unless  under  the  special  direction  of  the 
attending  physician,  nor  the  use  of  tobacco,  unless  so  di- 
rected bj'  the  commissioners,  or  be  permitted  to  receive  any 
thing  but  the  prison  allowance;  and  if  any  person  shall  sup- 
ply or  attempt  to  supply  a  convict  with  any  article  by  this 
clause  forbidden,  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  not  less  than 
twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  if  an  officer 
or  keeper, be  dismissed;  no  convict  shall  be  discharged  whilst 
laboring  under  a  dangerous  disease,  although  entitled  thereto, 
unless  by  their  own  desire;  the  uniform  of  the  male  convicts 
shall  be  a  jacket  and  trowsers  of  cloth  of  warm  material  for 
the  winter,  and  lighter  material  for  the  summer;  the  form 
and  color  shall  be  determined  by  the  commissioners ;  and  the  ' 

kind  of  dress  to  be  worn  by  the  female  convicts  in  summer 
and  winter  fixed  on  as  hereinbefore  provided  for ;  two  changes 
of  liuen  shall  be  furnished  to  each  convict  every  week  in  sum- 
mer and  one  in  winter;  when  a  convict  shall  be  discharged 
by  the  expiration  of  his  or  her  time  of  imprisonment  or  by 
pardon,  the  clothes  belonging  to  the  prison  shall  be  taken  off, 
and  those  belonging  to  the  convict  restored,  together  with 
an}'  money  or  effects  taken  from  him  or  her  at  the  time  of  re- 
ception into  prison  as  hereinbefore  provided  for ;  if  he  or  she 
shall  not  possess  any  money  or  suitable  clothing,  the  com- 
missioners shall  provide  them  with  what  in  their  judgment 
may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding  in  money  and  clothing  five 
dollars  in  amount. 

Aeticle  VII. — Treatment  of  prisoners,  debitors  excepted. 

On  the  reception  of  any  person  for  imprisonment  in  said 
prison,  committed  to  await  his  or  her  trial,  he  or  she  sliall  be 
examined  by  the  keeper,  in  the  presence  of  the  officer  or  other 
person  delivering  said  prisoner,  and  any  of  the  comminsion- 
ers  who  may  be  present,  and  those  of  the  under-keepers  who 
can  conveniently  attend,  and  deprived  of  all  monej^  and 
effects,  clothing  excepted,  on  their  person,  all  of  which  shall 
be  entered  of  record  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose, 
which  money  and  efiects  shall  be  kept,  preserved  and  deliv- 
ered as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall  be  signed  by  the 
keeper  and  attested  by  the  aforesaid  persons,  who  may  be 
present  at  the  aforesaid  examination  and  deprivation  of  him 
or  her  as  aforesaid;  he  or  she  shall  then,  if  necessary,  be 
bathed  and  cleaned,  and  conducted  to  the  cell  assigned  him 
or  her,  the  females,  if  advisable  and  practicable,  in  the  second 
story  of  the  prison,  numerically  designated,  by  which  num- 
ber he  or  she  shall  thereafter  be  known  during  his  or  her  im- 
prisonment; they  shall  be  provided,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the 
commissioners  it  is  necessary  for  their  comfort,  with  suitable 
clothmg,  to  be  worn  while  in  prison ;  they  shall  be  subject  to 
such  rules  as  the  commissioners  may  adopt,  in  the  manner 
hereinbefore  provided,  for  the  preservation  of  cleanliness,  de- 
corum and  order  in  the  cells  among  the  prisoners,  and  may 
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be  punished  by  closer  confinement  and  deprivation  of  food, 
until  obedience  is  submitted  to;  no  prisoner  shall  be  dis- 
charged whilst  laboring  under  a  dangerous  illness,  unless  by 
his  own  desire ;  two  changes  of  linen  shall  be  furnished  each 
prisoner  every  week  in  summer,  and  one  in  winter ;  when  a 
prisoner  shall  be  discharged  from  imprisonment,  the  money 
and  effects  of  which  he  or  she  was  deprived  when  received 
into  prison,  shall  be  restored  as  hereinbefore  provided  for:  Pro- 
vided  however^  That  such  persons  shall  not  be  compelled  to 
labor,  unless  at  their  own  desire;  and  should  any  desire  it,  he 
or  she  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  be  put  to  such  ialxir  as 
shall  be  in  practice  in  said  prison ;  and  in  case  of  acquittal 
on  trial,  he  or  she  shall  be  paid  for  their  labor  by  the  com- 
missioners, out  of  the  funds  of  the  county,  such  sum  as  the 
commissioners  shall  judge  he  or  she  is  in  equity  entitled  to: 
Provided  also^  That  any  such  person  shall,  at  his  or  her  ex- 
pense, have  the  privilege  of  books  to  read  and  materials  to 
write,  subject  nevertheless  to  such  instructions  as  the  com- 
missioners may  enact,  by  rules  to  be  made  as  hereinbefore 
provided  for. 

Article  VIII. — Visitors. 

The  official  visitors  of  the  prison  shall  be  the  governor, 
the  members  of  the  legislature,  the  secretary  of  the  common- 
wealth, the  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  the  president  and 
associate  judges,  attorney  general,  district  attorney,  grand 
juries,  commissioners  and  sheriff  of  the  county  of  Luzerne: 
no  person  who  is  not  an  official  visitor,  or  has  not  written 
permission,  according  to  such  rules  as  the  commissioners 
may  adopt  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  allowed  to  visit  the  prij^on, 
except  attorneys  at  law,  who  shall  be  permitted  to  visit  their 
clients  confined  for  trial ;  none  but  the  official  visitors  shall 
have  any  communication  with  the  convicts,  nor  shall  any 
visitor  whatever  be  permitted  to  deliver  to  or  receive  from 
any  convict,  or  any  other  person  confined,  any  letter  or  mes- 
sage whatever,  or  to  supply  them  with  any  article  of  any 
kind,  excepting  such  letters  or  messages  to  or  from  iMjrsons

That  the  standard  weight  of  a  barrel  of  salt 
shall  be  two  hundred  and  eighty  (280)  pounds  of  salt,  and 
the  package  or  barrel  shall  be  of  good  and  sufi^cient  material 
and  strength  to  contain  the  same ;  and  if  the  package  or  bar-

uig  food  and  lodging  from  the  authorities  of  the  boroughs 
and  towns  of  the  county  of  Northampton,  or  from  the  county 
authorities,  has  largely  increased,  and  no  uniform  rule  exists 
in  regard  to  the  support,  food  and  lodging  of  such  wanderers 
and  vagrants,  it  being  in  some  cases  a  borough  charge  and 
in  others  a  county  charge :

Section  5.  The  first  elected  commissioners,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  with  the  commissioners  of  the  county,  shall  appoint 
a  practical  surveyor  to  make  a  full  and  accurate  survey  of 
the  lands  within  the  limits  of  the  marsh  and  of  those  contigo- 
oufi  thereto  that  shall  be  benefitted  by  the  drainage,  and  des- 
ignate the  quantity  belonging  to  each  owner,  and  make  two 
diagrams  thereof,  one  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  countj 
commissioners,  and  the  other  to  be  delivered  to  the  other 
commissioners ;  and  the  artist  shall  be  paid  such  sum  as  he 
and  the  commissioners  may  agree  upon  out  of  the  funds  here- 
inafter provided  for. 

Section  6.  The  lands  thus  surveyed  and  diagramed  shall 
be  exempted  from  taxation,  except  as  this  act  provides  for. 
until  the  work  and  improvement  it  contemplates  are  completed, 
within  a  period  not  exceeding  twenty  years,  if  so  long  a  time 
shall  be  required ;  and  if  the  work  of  improvement  shall  not 
be  prosecuted  with  due  diligence,  the  exemption  hereby  ao- 
thorized  shall  wholly  cease. 

Section  7.  The  commissioners  shall  annually  assess  each 
owner  of  land  surveyed  and  returned,  with  a  sum  not  over 
fifty  cents  the  acre,  until  the  work  herein  contemplated  is 
completed,  and  shall  collect  the  same  in  person  or  by  another, 
on  a  warrant  issued  to  him ;  and  if  the  assessment  is  not  paid 
the  commissioners  shall  return  the  land,  with  the  amount 
owing,  to  the  county  commissioners,  to  be  advertised  and  sold 
by  the  county  treasurer  as  other  unseated  lands  are  sold,  and 
subject  to  all  the  provisions  for  redemption,  interest  and  costs 
in  such  cases,  and  the  commissioners  shall  make  proper  coin* 
pensation  to  a  collector  for  his  services. 

Section  8.  The  moneys  to  be  raised  shall  be  expended  b^r 
the  commissioners  in  the  draining  of  the  swamp  lands,  so  as 
to  place  them  in  a  condition  that  they  may  be  cultivated ;  and 
to  make  Conneaut  creek  accessible  and  of  easy  navigation,  so 
far  as  the  same  is  practicable ;  and  in  furtherance  of  their 
work  they  may  lower  the  bed  of  French  creek,  and  remove 
all  obstructions  in  it  by  which  the  waters  thereof  are  throws 
back. 

Section  9.  The  commissioners  may  borrow  from  time  to 
time  any  sums  they  may  think  proper  to  proaecote  their 
work,  and  give  bonds  for  the  payment  thereof,  with  such  in- 
terest as  may  be  agreed  upon  out  of  the  assessments  tiiat 
shall  be  laid  on  the  lands  contemplated  by  this  act.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Beprrsen- 
tativea  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly metf  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  Daniel  Carey,  of  the  borough  of  Selinsgrove,  in  the 
county  of  Snyder,  and  his  legal  representatives,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  to  keep  and  maintain  the  present  sheer 
boom  or  booms,  at  the  point  or  points  in  Penn's  creek,  in  said 
borough  of  Selinsgrove,  so  as  to  admit,  at  all  times,  a  free, 
safe  and  easy  passage  for  rafts,  logs  or  crafts  floating  upon 
said  creek ;  and  also  to  have  the  right  to  erect  and  maintain 
a  harbor  boom  or  booms  at  any  point  on  said  creek,  froiv  the 
southern  boundary  of  the  said  borough  of  Selinsgrove,  to  one 
half  mile  above  the  northern  boundary  of  said  borough,  and 
also  on  the  old  bed  or  beds  of  said  creek  within  the  limits  of 
said  borough,  and  shall  have  power  to  «rect  piles,  piers  and 
guards  along  said  creek  and  on  the  old  bed  or  beds  of  said 
creek,  sufficient  to  make  said  harbor  booms  safe  and  secure :
